	Description of Nature: The project consists of the replacement of the existing transmission line protection relays with modern SEL multifunction relays to provide faster and higher accuracy fault detection and enable the gathering of syncrophaser fault data in the event of a line fault. The sites for the relay line upgrades are: Mall to Calexico substations (ED Line), Heber Geo to Perry substations (P Line) and Avenue 58 to Coachella Switching Station substations (R Line). A synchrophasor is a monitoring device that can measure the instantaneous voltage, current and frequency at specific locations on the grid. to give operators a near-real-time picture of what is happening on the system, and allows them to make decisions to prevent power outages
